w ar w'ere oil torn from Japan by R us­ 
sia, G erm any and France by a treaty 
which they coerced Japan Into signing 
and in w hich she" relinquished the 
rights she had acquired in M anchuria. 
The Confederates who had Intervened 
to save China from Japan at once re­ 
w arded them selves by an immetisely 
greater raid upon the helpless empire. 
G erm any g ot a foothold at Tientsin 
and H ankow and a little later took 
Shangtnng. F rance obtained addition­ 
al territory and privileges In tho sonth, 
and R ussia by several moves slipped, 
into M a'uchurla and absorbed the very 
rights of w hich she had Induced G er­ 
m any and F rance to aid lun- in depriv­ 
ing Japan. M ean w h ile she has pushed 
steadily forw 'ard in an aggressive pol­ 
icy in K oréa.
